First Reports Not [Much Exaggerated— 
Narrow Escapes—Prompt Work to 
Get Mills and Factories in Operation | 


Again—Details of Damage Done.

DAYTON, Ohio, March 38C, 1898 
Time alone can efface the rampant ruin 
wrought by the memorable flood of ’o8. 
Belated reports of the character and extent 


of flood losses merely tend to show the | 


widespread devastation. 

This section of the State sustained a loss 
aggregating several millions of dollars. 
Railroads and State and public works bear 
the burden of losses, though industrial con- 
cerns suffered vastly. The damage result- 
ing from the high waters to the commer- 
cial interests of the Miami Valley cannot be 
accurately measured, but a couple of hun- 
dred thousands of dollars will not encom- 
pass it monetarily. Paper mills and allied 
concerns directly met with a loss reaching 
far into the ten of thousands, 

It is difficult to secure accurate estimates 
or definite facts. True, first reports are 
usually somewhat exaggerated, though it 
uevelops, after waiting several days for a 


resumption of railroad traffic, mail delivery | 


and telephonic communication, that condi- 
tions were not discolored beyond entire 
recognition. 

Losses in Middletown were almost even- 
ly distributed among the Tytus-Gardner 
Manufacturing Company, the Oglesby 
Company, the Crystal Paper Company, the 
Jacoby mill, the Wardlow-Thomas mills 
and the Wrenn Paper Company. The hy- 
draulic, for once, asserted its majestic force, 
while the State dam broke. All rivers were 
badly swollen, and while all mills were not 
flooded, it was found necessary to suspend 
temporarily. Repairs were made this week 
by a force of 100 workmen, and operations 
resumed.

The Kinnard Manufacturing Company, 
the Weston Paper Manufacturing Com- 
pany, the Dayton Paper Novelty Company, 
Aull Brothers Company, and M. Blau & 
Sons escaped by removing stock. It should 
be borne in mind that the flood began on 
Tuesday night and increased in fury during 
the subsequent two days. 

Although located on the 
#Etna Paper Company’s safeguards are so 
complete that this mill will never be af- 
fected by floods. 

The Levis paper mill closed down, as 
parts of the machinery were inundated. 
Manager Allen fled from his home in 
North Dayton, deserting it after it was 
filled with over 6 feet of water. 

One of the thrilling midnight sights was 
the partial destruction by fire and explo- 
sives of the Craig-Reynolds foundry in 
the flooded district. This concern was 
managed by H. N. Reynolds, a brother of 
T. B. Reynolds, formerly of the White

blaze continued for two and a half hours 
before it could be controlled, an engine 
having been dispatched to the scene on a 
flat car over the railroad tracks, a special 
locomotive making the perilous trip. 

The Miami and Erie Canal was not ir- 
reparably damaged, though it was at first 
claimed that it would necessarily be aban- 
doned. 

Water completely surrounded the Sey- 
bold Machine Company, in this city, 
though it did not seriously invade the fac- 
tory or warerooms. 

One of the large factories forced to sus- 
pend was the National Cash Register Com- 
pany, employing 1,500 persons. 

The damage in Dayton is estimated va- 
riously from a quarter to half a million 
dollars. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the paper 
trade, last to be affected, was first to re-

WAR SCARE IN THE TRADE. 


PRESENT CRISIS AND THE PA- 
| PER INDUSTRY. 


How the War Talk Has Affected the 
General Business and How a War 
with Spain Will Injure Trade—War 
Risks Being Taken Out. 





The war talk of the past few weeks has 
had an appreciable effect upon the paper 


industry. As the national situation becomes 


daily more serious, and the severe tension 
is reflected in the arrest of commerce, the 
apprehension of capital and the upheaval of 
society, the paper trade has experienced the 


depressing effects which usually follow such 
conditions. 

A mill man in the trade

ing any orders ahead. The general impres- 
sion among paper men is that a war with 
Spain would be sure to be productive of dis- 
astrous results in all branches of the in- 
dustry. 


They point to the fact that the imports of 


paper stock would be greatly endangered,-; 


as the possibilities are that the first move of 
the enemy will be to strike a blow at the 
commerce of the nation. 

In this connection it might be noted that

several paper importers have taken 
sail within the next few weeks. 

A point is also made of the fact that, as 
95 per cent. of the sulphur used in the man- 
ufacture of sulphite in this country comes 
from Sicily, the pulp mills are likely to sui 
fer in the event of hostilities, because of the 
likelihood of sulphur being considered con- 
traband of war, it being used in the manu- 
facture of gunpowder and other explosives. 
Futures are advancing for sulphur and ihe 
market in Sicily is very firm. The su!phur 
syndicate is now asking $22 to $23 a tun for 
the best unmixed seconds delivered in New 
York and Boston as against $20 a ton, the 
price six weeks ago. It is argued that the 
demand in this country, a demand 
mented by the fear of a war and a wish tc 
stock up for possible has 
brought about this advance. 

The coal men are refusing to make con- 
tracts for the water delivery of coal this 
month and an advance in price is daily ex- 
pected. This is important news to the mills 
in Massachusetts and in Maine, nearly all 
of which have their coal shipped by coast- 
wise vessels to Boston, Portland, Bangor 
This coastwise carrying trade 
would be likely to be menaced by a naval 
warfare. 

A war with Spain would also have its ei- 
fect upon the export business doing in the 
trade. All shipments of paper and pulp 
abroad would be in danger, and in view of 
the way in which these shipments have 
been increasing up to this time this would 
be a serious blow at the foreign business of 


several big concerns.

Chestnut Street National Bank, Philadel- 
phia, of which the late William M. Singerly 
was president, is bringing to light a re- 
markable condition of affairs. The loans to 
Mr. Singerly and the various enterprises 
in which he was interested were very large, 
and there were also goodly sized overdrafts, 
both of which were called to the attention 
of Comptroller Eckels as early as October, 
1896, while the bank examiner brought to 
the notice of at least two of the bank’s di- 
rectors the fact that these loans, aggregat- 
ing then $569,000, were carried as cash. A 
later examination of the bank showed that 
these loans had been increased, and, al- 
though the directors’ attention had been 
officially directed to the matter, and al- 
though the board of directors passed a res 
olution directing that no further loans be 
made to Mr. Singerly, his loan account was 
increased. The directors themselves have 
been examined in the present proceeding, 
and made a sorry spectacle of themselves. 
They seem to have gone along reposing a 
most child-like trust in Mr, Singerly’s fi- 
nancial ability,

“About like digging gold in Klondike, |

‘Klondike be blanked!”—and added: | 
“Klondike is all right. Ifa man can live in 
Pittsfield, he needn’t ever have no fear of 
the Klondike.” And so it seems. With 
the “beautiful” 5 feet deep in the woods and 
piled more than head high along some of 
the city streets, why is it that there is little 
snow north, east or west? Even 11 miles 
away in Lee there is little snow. 

Perhaps a New York drummer hit the 
matter off in the best manner. He had just 
arrived at the American House, and snow 
about town was the subject of conversation. 
“Yes,” he remarked, as he poured out an- 
other glass of “snow antidote,” “yes, there 
is a mighty lot of snow in town, but then, 
Pittsfield is a mighty good place for snow 
to lie around in, anyway!” 

While on my visit to Lee last week I had | 
the exceeding good fortune to find Augus- 
tus R. Smith in the executive chair of the 
Smith Paper Company’s office, and most | 
pleasant and profitable was the hour during 
which Mr. Smith entertained me before 1 
was turned over to Superintendent Thomas 
A. Boyne, for a trip through the Eagle mill, | 
at which the general office for the three pa- 
per and two pulp mills of the company is 
located. 

Mr. Smith expressed his opinion to the 
effect that business was slowly but steadily 
increasing, and that “prosperity was actual- | 
ly here to stay.” Later in the day I drove 
three miles to the Valley mill, and met Mr.

As a result of the weighing I did not ride 
back to the office, but took the train at 
Lenox Dale. 

In the Eagle mill the first striking “kink”

So Mr. Hayden got 
the old machine into line and rigged a 
friction on the pump brake, so to make it 
go mighty hard. Then a sort of by-pass was 
rigged under the old machine so that the 
water, which was to be supplied from a city 
service hydrant, would go right around the 
pump, instead of through 1t, and thence 
into the leading hose. The construction 
of the old tub was such that the hydrant 
water must necessarily be delivered into the 
suction pipe instead of into the tub, and this 
peculiarity of the machine made possible 
what followed.

Again, with many of the colors, 
yr at least with some of them, the mordant 
eems to act like a sort of waterproofing 
to the paper and prevents the free and in- 
tant absorption of the ink, thereby causing 
i smudging of the written surface not az 
desirable. The proper course seems to 
be to find colors which do not require the 
ise of mordants in such strength and quan- 
tity that the blotting quality of the paper 
is impaired. There are colors which will 
permit of this, and they should be found 
and used. A little experimenting in that 
direction, on a very small scale, will do a 
good deal in the direction indicated. The 
use of color varies greatly in different mills 
which turn out the same results, owing to 
a difference in the conditions, water, etc., 
with which the color is used. It would be 
a step in the right direction to discourage 
the use of colored blotting as far as possi- 
ble. No blotting is as good as pure white | 
blotting, and that kind should always be 
selected. Then, if the advertiser wishes 
pictorial or color effects on his blotters ‘et | 
him use colored inks as freely as he 
chooses.

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HEAVY DAIPAGES CLAIMED.

DAYTON, Ohio, March 30, 1898, 
An unusual suit has just been filed in the 


United States District Court against the | 
American Indemnity Company, for $10,000 | 


damages, by the Champion Coated Paper 
Company, of Hamilton, Ohio. The defend- 
ant is represented as a company located at 
St. Louis, and engaged in the business of 
guaranteeing firms against losses from the 
insolvency of their debtors, under certain 
conditions. 

It is alleged that the Champion Company 
paid $600 premium for a $20,000 indemnity 
policy, to cover sales not aggregating over 
$400,000. 

It is further claimed that the Louis Snider 
Sons Paper Company’s assignment oc- 
curred while it owed the plaintiff $2,067, 
and that the George H. Taylor Company, 
of Chicago, collapsed with an indebted- 
ness of $25,423. The plaintiff says that it 
asked the indemnity company to adjust the 
claims growing out of the policy and the 
losses suffered, but the defendant has re- 
pudiated all of its responsibility.

PHILADELPHIA, March 30, 1898. 

Between war and weather—two weeks of 
almost constant rain and the same period 
of fiery discussion—business has been to 
some extent hampered, but the average 
condition has been fair and the trade has 
little to complain of. Interest in the trade 
has again centred about news paper, old 
and new. 

In connection with old news, Alexander 
Balfour, the proprietor of the news board 
mills at Manayunk, has just had an experi- 
ence the recital of which is causing con- 
siderable amusement among the trade, 
though it is said that Mr. Balfour found 
little humor in it. It appears that some 
time ago he notified an agent in New York 
of his desire to get old news. Little further 
attention was paid to the matter, and Mr. 
Balfour had half forgotten it. The tre- 
mendous editions of New York newspapers 
in these days of war scare gave him little 
concern. But he received a very sudden 
and disagreeable awakening when forty

chased largely, and that instead of being 
“turned down” he had been offered $20,000 
to handle the product of the International 
Company.

Company, which was lately incorporated, 
has now begun its business career in an

The trade-paper room of the Commercial 
Museums, in which copies of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL, the American Stationer 
and the Printer and Bookmaker are regu- 
larly filed, has been removed from its 
former location on the fourth floor of the 
building to the-fifth floor of the rear build- 
ing. The rooms are reached from the fourth 
floor by a stairway, which runs up from 
the doorway of the room formerly oc- 
cupied. 

John J. Kelly, the cashier of C. M. 
Stoever & Co., is confined to his home 
from illness. 

The stock of Anthony & Co., which was 
purchased by C. M. Stoever & Co., has 
been all removed to the latter’s warerooms. 

The stockholders of the Chestnut Street 
National Bank, of which William M. Sin- 
gerly, publisher of the Record and owner 
of the Singerly Pulp and Paper Mills, was 
president, have been notified by Controller 
of the Currency Dawes of their assessment 
of 100 per cent. of their holdings of stock. 
E. Joy Morris, one of the depositors in the 
Chestnut Street Trust Company, a sister in- 
stitution, with the same directors as the 
bank, on behalf of himself and others has 
also filed a bill in equity to hold the di- 
rectors of the bank, among whom is Wil- 
liam Simmons, the paper stock dealer, re- 
sponsible for certain losses on loans made 
to Mr. Singerly on alleged insufficient col- 
lateral security. In relation to money 
drawn upon shares of the pulp and paper 
company, upon which Mr. Singerly is said 
to have logt about $1,000,000, the bill sets 
forth that prior to November, 1806, the di- 
rectors of the trust company permitted Mr. 
Singerly to withdraw various sums, aggre- 
gating $72,241.58, upon 1,900 shares of pulp 
and paper company stock which had no 
pecuniary value, and $45,000 upon fifty-five 
6 per cent. mortgage bonds of $1,000 each, 
made by the paper company, which were 
not worth more than one-fourth the face 
value thereof, or $11,000, so that for the 
total of these loans of $117,741.58 to Mr. 
Singerly, due on demand, the only valuable 
security was the bonds, worth not more 
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than $11,000. That on November 16, 1806, 
the directors permitted Mr. Stngerly to 
withdraw $80,000 of trust company funds, 
with eighty-one 6 per cent. mortgage bonds 
of the pulp and paper company of $1,000 
each as security, which were not worth over 
$16,200. The total loans to Mr. Singerly 
upon pulp and paper company stock and 
bonds was $197,741.58, and “was more than 
seven times the value of the collateral 
pledged therefor.” 

It is then averred that Mr. Singerly was at 
various times permitted by the directors to 
withdraw other trust company funds aggre- 
gating $64,000, of which $12,000 was in a 
check of Singerly upon the Chestnut Street 
National Bank, dated and given upon De- 
cember 13, 1897, and suffered to remain un- 
collected until the closing of the bank on 
December 24, 1897, without any security 
whatever, the remaining $52,000 of which 
was permitted to be taken upon the pledge, 
as collateral security therefor of sundry 
stocks, “then and since of no _ value 
whatever, and of a mortgage on premises 
at Elkton, Md., which was not such prop- 
erty which has come into the hands of the 
trust company in the city of Philadelphia 
as security for a loan, the value of which, as 
determined by the appraisers of the prop- 
erty which has come into ene hands of the 
assignees of said trust company, is $24,000.” 

Meanwhile the affairs of the bank have 
been further reviewed by United States 
District Attorney Beck, who caused a war- 
rant to be issued for the arrest of Treasurer 
William Steele on the charge of making 
false entries of overdrafts and loans to 
President Singerly. The charges against 
Steele, as learned from Mr. Beck, are that 
on March 9, 1897, in a sworn report of the 
bank’s condition to the Comptroller of the 
Currency he made a false entry that the 
total amount of overdrafts was $3,899.70, 
when in reality it was $42,528.18, and that 
on May 14, 1897, he made another false 
entry in a similar report, stating that the 
total amount of overdrafts was $18,004.19, 
when it really was $90,714.67, and that he 


made an entry on July 23, 1897, giving the | 
| amount of the overdrafts as $4,442.11, when 


it was $98,252.19; and another on October 
5, 1897, to the effect that the overdrafts were 
$3,552.34, whereas on that day they ex- 
ceeded $100,000. He has been held in $10,- 
000 bail for a hearing. .

This sort of thing rather reminds 
you of old Matthias Koop, who at his pa- 
per works at Bermondsey tried nearly 
everything. The general belief seems to 
be that Koop ruined himself with experi- 
ments, but I believe this is an error, al- 
though he certainly died poor. 
ago an old gentleman who knew him inti- 
mately told me that in his latter days he 
got into the hands of swindlers. 

The reports of the paper mills in India 
for the half year ending December 31, 1897, 
show a satisfactory state of affairs. The 
balance sheet of the Imperial Paper Mills 
Company, Limited, shows that the revenue 
account has a profit of Rs. 1,02,616, from 
which has to be deducted interest on ad- 
vances and debentures Rs. 40,863; balance 
at debit last half-year Rs. 23,944; total Rs. 
64,808, leaving a balance at credit of profit 
and loss account of Rs. 37,908. The man- 
aging agents propose to allocate Rs. 35,000 
to form the nucleus of a depreciation ac- 
count, and to carry the balance Rs. 2,908 
forward. The managers state that there 
has been a good demand for paper during 
the half year, and the output has been the 
largest the mill has yet produced. All the 
paper manufactured has been sold, and it 1s 
anticipated that there will be a sufficien: 
demand to enable the mill to run entirely 
on orders, so that the prospect is encour- 
aging. The accounts of the Titaghu- Pa- 
ger Mills Company, Limited, show a credit 
halance of Rs. 1,48,231, which amount in- 
cludes Rs. 15,674 brought forward from 
the last half year; and the directors pro- 
pose to pay a dividend of 8 per cent. for 
the half year, beside writing off a substan- 
tial amount for the reserve fund, and car- 
rying forward a balance of Rs. 15,478 to 
the next half year. In their report the di- 
rectors state that the additional machinery 
which it had been decided to put in last 
year had been greatly delayed owing to the 
engineers’ strike at home. The greater 
portion of it has now arrived at Bombay 
and the rest will follow soon. 

One of the French papers remarks that 
if the quantity of paper consumed is a 
measure of a people's civilization the 
whole world must be ultra-civilized. In 
1850 there was some civilization knocking 
about, but the annual production of the 
world in paper was 221,000 tons. At the 
present time the annual production is 2,260,- 
ooo tons, and of course civilization is in 
the same ratio. As for France, in the early 
days of the empire she was producing about 
40,000 tons a year. Now she puts out 350,- 
ooo. It is announced, by-the-bye, that at 
the Paris Exhibition of 1900 a German con- 
cern, the Zellstofffabrik Waldhof, will have 
a complete plant and show the whgle process 
of pulp making from wood to cellulose.

nection with the pegamoid companies. Here 
is the letter: “Sir—Many people who have 
seen an article published in L’Economiste 
de Paris, February 26, and who are share- 
holders in the French Pegamoid Syndicate, 
are asking how it is that in the face of the 
present state of the English company, 
whose $5 shares are readily obtained in the 
market at $2.50, and the fact that they have 
not yet been able to float the French com- 
pany in Paris, it is proposed to float a Bei- 
gian company with a capital of $1,000,000, 
and to have syndicates also in Austria, Ger- 
many, Spain, Switzerland, Russia, etc. It 
appears to me time that public attention 
were drawn to. this matter. The French 
syndicate shares were issued at $5; soon 
after they were raised to $10. Each share- 
holder was required to sign a paper giving 
to J. J. Byers & Co., of 40 King street, 
London (the promoters of these syndi- 
cates), the right to form a company within 
two years, the shares to be redeeniced at not 
less than seven times their value ($5 par). 
They thus sold these shares at 100 per cent. 
premium, but till now have never received 
one farthing interest, and I am told that re- 
cently a shareholder who asked if the 
shares could be redeemed at the price paid 
for them ($10) got the reply that it could 
be done at about 5 per cent. discount. We 
who hold shares have never had any ac- 
counts for the past year; that is, none have 
been sent, so iar as I can learn, to any 
shareholder. It appears to me that these 
are facts which ought to be known for the 
guidance of other investors in these said 
syndicates spread over Europe. It is very 
well to give glowing accounts, verbal 
and otherwise; the poetry of prospects and 
promises is charming, but we have to come 
down to the prose of facts, which in the 
case of Pegamoid are very hard facts (for 
the shareholders) indeed!—Veritas.” 

The great firm of aniline dye manufac- 
turers at Elberfeld has issued a pattern- 
card showing shades produced on paper 
with its dyestuffs Dianil Black G and R, 
and Coal Black II. Coal black may be used 
for all sorts of paper pulp, while dianil 
black is especially adapted for paper made 
of cellulose. With both dyes it is shown 
on the card how to shade the black with 
other dyestuffs, and the effects thus pro- 
duced are excellent. 

E. E. Sabel, of Cannon street, left a per- 
sonalty of. over $500,000. He bequeathed 
$1,250 to the German Hospital at Dalston, 
and $500 each to the German Society of 
Benevolence and the Society of Friends of 
Foreigners in Distress. 

I have more than once chronicled items 
of information concerning the West Lon- 
don Paper Mill. It was built with the idea 
that there was a fortune in turning the re 
fuse of the city into brown paper.

Then the proprietors went on 
for some time making paper out of more 
customary materials, but Chelsea is no 
place for a paper mill, and the West Lon- 
don has always been a melancholy failure.

seventy-five dollars was the highest offer 
for the 32-inch paper machine, and the 
auctioneer, mistakenly as it afterwards 
turned out, offered it in separate lots, with 
the result that he had to be content with 
$705. 

Marcus Ward & Co., of Belfast, London, 
and New York, has been amalgamated with 
the old established firm of James Moore, of 
Belfast, under the style of Marcus Ward & 
Co., Limited. All that is offered to the 
public is $150,000 first mortgage debentures, 
portion of a total issue of $250,000.

Thomas McDougal, of Esk Mills, near 
Penicuik, died last week. His mother was 
the second daughter of Mr. James Brown, 
who founded the business, and on the death 
of his father in 1871 Mr. McDougal and a 
brother took over the mills, which became 
a very prosperous concern. 

Dingler’s Polytechnische Journal contains 
a notice of averyunusual type of paper test- 
ing apparatus invented by Teclu, of the Vi- 
enna Commercial Academy. A strip of pa- 
per, 4% by 3% inches, is placed in the test- 
ing cylinder under the orifice of a T-tube. 
This paper is covered with a disc of very 
fine rubber skin, because the. test is made 
by means of compressed air. All paper be- 
comes permeable to air at a certain pres- 
sure, and will not burst then under gradu- 
ally increased pressure, such as must be ap- 
plied. The compressed air comes from a 
copper sphere connected with the top. On 
the other side the test cylinder communi- 
cates with a mercury gauge provided with 
a non-return valve. There is also a lever 
which indicates the stretching or bending 
of the paper. The mercury will rise higher 
and higher with increased pressure. When 
the paper bursts, the mercury will be ar 
rested by the valve mentioned. In the de- 
scription in Dingler it is stated thar the re- 
sistance offered by the fine rubber skin may 
be neglected. ALFA.
